man wrote in to enquire how he should 
farm to get the best results to control 
a field infested with Field Bind Weed. 
This field had been well summerfal- 
lowed last year. The boards 
was as follows; Cultivate 
several times if necessary, thus killing 
off all growth that appeared, and in 
this help to extend the reserve 
of plant food stored in the roots last 
fall. Next seed to green feed or to an 
early variety of barley such as Olli 
about June 5th. The field should be 
seeded the saine day as cultivated so 
as to give the barley an equal chance 
with the weed. The farmer 
vised to seed from 1% to 4% bushels 
heavier than usual, This would pre- 
vent lodging and create a greater de- 
mand for plant food, thus tending to 
rob the food from the weed. The heav- 
ier seeding would provide greater 
shade, again being harmful to the per- 
ennial weed and since the extra cult- 
ivations would liberate more plant 
food this soil would support a thicker 
seeding. He was also told to swath 
the barley thus preventing the weed 
from Ry removing 
the crop earlier, he could begin his 
fall cultivation of the infested field, 
and lastly he was to plow and leave 
the field rough all winter. If a meas- 
ure of control as gained, a similar 
plan was to be followed next year on 
the same field.

IMPERIAL OIL SALES 

Net profits of Imperial Oil from its 
sales in Canada increased slightly in 
1945 over those in 1944, the company’s 
annual report states. During the past 
year approximately 1,291,000,000 gal- 
lons of products were sold at an av- 
erage net profit of four-fifths of a cent 
per gallon. This compares. with 
1,897,000,000 gallons at an av erage net 
protit of approximately three-quarters 
of a cent per gallon in 1944, 

Earnings from investments, mostly 
in South America, were $6,264,298.76, 
and this brought the total operating 
income of the company to $10, 352,287.- 
13 or 61.62 cents per share, 

The report reveals that the company 
has extensive plans for building and 
modernizing refinery equipment. Four 
ocean-going tankers, lost during the 
war, are to be replaced, and the com- 
pany plans to build three lake tankers 
in Canada. A fourth tanker of coast- 
al size has been added to the fleet re- 
cently. Approximately 93 per cent of 
those company employees who served 
in the armed forces and were known 
to be discharged were again in the 
company’s employ at the end of 1945.

UNNUMBERED RATION COUPONS 
ARE STILL GOOD 


——~—O-——— 
Despite the large amount of publi- 


cily about the unnumbered ration cou- 
some dealers are still under a 
misapprehension regarding their valid- 
ity. All unnumbered coupons with a 
beaver design on them stamped butter, 
sugar and meat respectively are stili 
valid and should be accepted by the 
trade. When the purple numbered 
butter coupons expired in February 
some dealers mistakenly thought that 
all purple butter coupons were thus 
invalidated. However, the oréer did 
not affect unnumbered coupons. With 
the expiry of the old pink sugar cou- 
pons 46 to 70, the same problem crop- 
ped up. All pink coupons with a bea- 
ver design, stamped sugar, are still 
valid and should be accepted by the 
trade. They have the same value as 
the green All coupons 
stamped preserves whether bearing a 
beaver design or not, expired last Jan- 
vary 81 and are no longer valid for 
purchasing jam, marmalade maple sy- 
rup ,ete. The brown unnumbered meat 
copon with a beaver design, stamped 
“meat’, is still valid.
